An.April such as we have just experienced, with 
its bright sunshine, warm days and drying winds, is 
unusual enough to warrant comment. 

What would have been the situation on farms if 
this past month had followed last year’s pattern of 
snow and rain? One or two normal April rains this 
spring would have created havoc, with two-thirds of 
last year’s crop to be harvested and the land so water- 
soaked that even today, after a month of dry weather, 
many fields are still too wet and soggy to give footing 
to the heavy power machinery used in modern farm¬ 
ing.

There is a group of people who are trying to con¬ 
fuse the rural electrification picture in Alberta. They 
are undoubtedly sincere in their desire to make the 
utility a publicly owned affair. They use comparisons 
between Alberta'"hrtd Manitoba and between Alberta 
and Saskatchewan to entice the Alberta farmers under 
their wing. It is true that Manitoba builds the lines 
direct to the farm to be served and that there are 27,- 
000 farms already electrified in Manitoba. It is also 
true that the Manitoba Power Commission o\yes the 
Provincial Government the sum of $35,000,000 with 
an addition of $10,000,000 under authorization and not 
yet expended. This part of the story js never men¬ 
tioned from the public platform. And another thing, 
Manitoba has had a surplus of'power since 1910 and 
has been in the rural electrification picture for twen¬ 
ty years. Likewise, the Saskatchewan Power Com¬ 
mission owes the Saskatchewan Provincial Govern¬ 
ment $41,000,000. This province has made no bones of 
its inability to construct free rural lines to farm pre¬ 
mises. Saskatchewan is net so fortunately situated as 
either Manitoba or Alberta’ in the matter of power re¬ 
sources. She has few hydro potentials near to present 
centres of population. Should Alberta decide to make 
power a publicly owned utility at the present time, the 
Province would be required to assume an additional 
bonded indebtedness of $100,000,000. As far as rates 
go at the present time, Alberta customers enjoy rates 
as low as Manitoba and lower than Saskatchewan and 
are not carrying any of the bonded indebtedness as 
an indirect charge against the utility. Another inter¬ 
esting feature of the argument is that Manitoba’s 27,- 
000 rural installations are confined within a geograph¬ 
ic area of less than one third the area in Alberta from 
the Edmonton district south to the international bor¬ 
der, eliminating the Peace River area entirely.

A New and Tough Profession

Now that the school year is well advanced and 
before the term is completed, it would be well to pause 
for a moment and doff our hats to a man in a com¬ 
paratively new profession—the school bus driver. 
With the trend toward centralization, more and more 
buses are being used to transport children, and con¬ 
sequently the importance of a good bus driver is be¬ 
ing better recognized. 

Not only must the harried bus driver contend 
with the roads, snowdrifts in winter, and gooey mud 
as the frost leaves the ground in spring. He has a 
schedule to maintain almost to the minute—for stu¬ 
dents who tramp varying distances from the farm to 
the roadside, and a few minutes can seem like hours 
ip vicious below zero weather. He is usually a good 
mechanic, able to keep his bus running despite daily 
wear-and-tear.

But “crowd psychology” tends to 
assert itself as more and more pupils board the bus 
at each stop, and their numbers grow. The babble and 
din of voices increases. And the eye must be cocked 
for trouble, for since these youngsters are used to the 
wide open spaces around the farm, the confines of a 
bus—even for a comparatively short time—make for 
a volatile atmosphere, ready to explode and burst at

Vulcan, Alberta 
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Feeding Wheat To Livestock 


A recent survey by the Domin¬ 
ion Bureau of Statistics indicates 
that around one million bushels 
more wheat will be fed to live¬ 
stock in Alberta during the crop 
year 1931-52 than in the previous 
year. The estimate is that 9,110,000 
bushels will be fed during the cur- 
lent period as compared with 8,- 
000,000 bushels ;n the past crop 
year. . 

A. J. Charnetski, Livestock Su¬ 
pervisor, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture points 'out that the 
lower grade wheats have always 
had a place in livestock feeding. 
Research workers have shown that 
a mixture qf wheat, oats and bar¬ 
ley results in more economical 
gains than either oats or barley. 
Wheat as a feed is valuable from 
the stand-point of higher protein 
content than these other two 
grains. In addition, the wheat 
germ provides a valuable source 
ol Vitamin E, the anti-sterility vit¬ 
amin. As far as sheep are concern¬ 
ed, there is strong experimental 
evidence that lack of Vitamin E 
may often be the cause of stiff 
lamb disease. 

Whatever type of grain is fed, 
don't overlook the need for miner¬ 
al supplements, advises Mr. Char¬ 
netski. Swine particularly need 
this addition of minerals to pro¬ 
vide a well balanced ration. 


Planning Makes 
Spring Cleaning Easier 

Spring is a wonderful time of 
year. The snow and slush of win¬ 
ter are fast disappearing—the air 
is warm and full of life—every¬ 
where there's a {eeling of light¬ 
heartedness and hope. It’s catch¬ 
ing—for people are made that 
way. Nature is casting off the 
heavy garments of winter and re¬ 
garding herself in the light, bright 
colors of a new season. 

Everyone likes this feeling of 
change—this desire for newness. 
That’s why Easter bonnets and 
new clothes occupy the Canadian 
housewife—why John Canuck 
reads the new automobile catal¬ 
ogues—and Junior decides he'll 
quit school and ship out on a cat¬ 
tle boat. 

Spring is also a time for work. 
Your house, the place where you 
live'—should receive its ' share of 
care and newness. 

Spring cleaning is an institution, 


and unhappily all to often a chore. 
It needn t oe. Sure, It's work and 
hard—but- cleverly planned, theie 
can be that sense of accomplish¬ 
ment that makes any job worth 
doing. 

How to attain that? Well, plan¬ 
ning helps a great deal. Make 
what soldiers call an appreciation 
of the situation Calculate the 
v.urk you have before you, the 
time yuu have, the money you 
want to spend, the. helpers you'll 
have available. Take into consid¬ 
eration all the factors and then 
make your plan. 

A system is good. This way. you 
ate less likely to find yourself 
confused, muddled and in a bad 
humor of the type that makes 
spring cleaning the .chore that ev- 
ciyone wants to avoid. And if the 
men of the house hayen't gone 
fishing > this is a good phase of the 
operation to get them in on. 

Repairs are the first problem. 
Make a list of all the loose hing¬ 
es, and sticky windows, and leaky 
taps, find all the other little things 
that usually need fixing after a 
long winter. Then plan your own 
small elean-up campaign. Take 
the house room by room, or floor 
by floor. 

Soap and • water and elbow 
grease will be your main stand- 
bys-»but there’ll be dull spots 
where a new touch of color is 
needed to rhyme with the light¬ 
ness of spring. 

Before you paint make sure 
that the surface on which you are 
woiking is clean. New paints go 
on easily and have such covering 
quality that is a temptation to 
cover over former dirt and de¬ 
fects. .This can only lead to poor 
results, without lasting quality. 
Dirt and paint will not mix. Nei¬ 
ther will paint go over wax. Wax 
must be completely removed be¬ 
fore the new finish can be applied 
successfully. Use turpentine or 
liuy a good commercial wax re¬ 
mover and apply with diligence, 
before you carry on with your 
paint job. 

If you are mixing your own col¬ 
ors, add your deep colors to white 
very gradually. Never take a deep 
color and try to reduce it with 
white to a pastel as this course 
will probably find you left with 
many more gallons of paint than 
you require. 

Washing your dishes” with hair 
shampoo sounds silly, but it's no 
sillier than using an exterior paint 


for interior walls, or a wall coat¬ 
ing on the floorn. Taint manufact¬ 
urers spend a great deal of time, 
and money on research so that 
you can purchase the right finish 
for the rignt job. 

Also the manufacturer knows 
how- his product should best be 
used and the instructions are al¬ 
ways on the outside of the can. 
l ollow these. If a certain method 
of thinning is prescribed don’t de¬ 
viate from the suggested method, 
or you may end up with an unsat¬ 
isfactory job which will be your 
fault, and not. due to faulty paint. 

Yes i paint can help you a great 
deal with .vour spring cleaning. 
Besides beautifying and preserv¬ 
ing your possessions, it makes 
your housework easier every day- 
in thb year and protects the health 
ot your family by facilitating per¬ 
fect cleanliness. 

Plan your spring cleaning care¬ 
fully. Work awhile rest awhile 
and let your paint brush make 
your home more pleasant and 
more convenient. 

Trashy Clearing Seed¬ 
ers On the Prairies 

Controlling soil erosion on the 
Canadian prairies with trash cov¬ 
et- has been hampered somewhat 
by the inconveniences sometimes 
caused by seeding into trashy s0ed 
beds With standai-d seeding mech¬ 
anisms. This apparent need for 
new seeders to simplify operations 
has .been , partially met through 
the fngthuity of' Canadian farmers 
end by the development of the 
one-way seeder attachment. ' Re¬ 
cently, seeder box attachments for 
blade cultivators have been devel¬ 
oped an<j the hoe drill has been 
reviesd to increase itx-t-sqsh clear¬ 
ance. 

These seeding mechanisms have 
been studied at the Experimental 
Station at LetHhridge. The results 
with these seeders have been 
equally as good as with standard 
drills provided certain precautions 
are taken in their use, states D. T. 
Anderson, Machinery Specialist at 
the Canada Experimental Station, 
Lethbridge, Alberta. 

The blade cultivator with the 
seeder- box attachment must be 
carefully adjusted for. depth and 
the depth" must be eonsiste.%ly 
maintained^ Seed beds should be 
prepared by shallow tillage to fac¬ 
ilitate the operation of the blade 
seeder. Single operation seeding 
has been satisfactory but under 


very 1 moist conditions a supple¬ 
mentary operation may be neces¬ 
sary to control weeds. 

The hoe or hoe drill has been 
revised to increase its trash clear¬ 
ance. Under conditions of very 
heavy trash it may be advisable to 
utilize some means of breaking up 
the stubble. This may be done 
during seed bed preparation or by 
using a trash mat or self-cleaning 
farrow immediately before seed¬ 
ing. These latter machines oper¬ 
ate best in dry, brittle stubbie. 

Many operators have failed to 
take advantage of the full trash 
capacity of standard drills. The 
one-way disk seeder has been us¬ 
ed successfully to stubble-in fields 
that produced forty bushels of 
wheat the {ft-evious year. The discs' 
must be sharp and a good subsur¬ 
face packer must be used. The 
one-way disk has been used to pre¬ 
pare a seed bed on -forty bushel 
stubble ' for the press drill. The 
use of a packer ahead of the drill 
provides firm conditions for the 
furrow openers and eliminates 
most of the dragging and plugging 
associated with drilling into loose 
trashy seed beds. 


Workmanlike seeding operations 
are a pleasure to most operators. 
The pleasure is enhanced by the 
knowledge that the operation has 
been carried out so as to main¬ 
tain good trash protection against 
soil erosion.

The terms "fat grass or “starv¬ 
ed grass" are now being applied 
to vegetatiup. just as it, is applied G 
to sock. As the green leaves man¬ 
ufacture food, the rout system de- 
Tinsmithinp velops to supply the needed water. 

In this root system is stored the 
reserve 'fat'. If the leaves or man- 
uiacturing area are. continually 
grazed or cropped off, the roots 
become starved and are greatly 
reduced. Under such conditions, 
the plant is less capable of surviv¬ 
ing severe winters or resisting 
di ought and diseases, and fc cer¬ 
tainly not in a position to make 
an early spring growth. Fat gras¬ 
ses furnish feed from two to three 
weeks earlier than starved grass, 
throughout the season it greatly 
outproduces the starved grass. 

Continuous overgrazing is the 
most damaging factor for main¬ 
taining a uod stand ot, grass. By 
evirgrazing the 'fat' reserves are 
used up, the plant becomes weak¬ 
ened and production drops off. 

Good management on bofh range 
and pasture lands allows for max¬ 
imum use without overgrazing.

Supervisor of 
Soil Conservation, Alberta De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, reports 
that Alberta . farmers are becom¬ 
ing ^ increasingly interested in 
grassing down water courses in 
their fields to prevent erosior 
Now is the time, he says, to check 
your fields for those small rills 
which are the first signs of gully 
ing. These rills and gullies are a 
sure indication that soil lacks 
fibre and that erosion will increas 4 
year by year unless action is tak¬ 
en to prevent it. 

. Wind erosion, with its dust 
clouds and hanks of drifted soil, 
bt comes apparent immediately, 
hul damage from water erosion in 
its early stages is much less not¬ 
iceable. In spite of this, damage 
from water erosion in Alberta is 
oven greater than that caused by 
Wind erosion. 

Don't cultivate over these rills 
and small gull'es and forget about 
them, advises Mr. Sterling.
